$80,000 FUND FOR 


‘A WATER PLANT 


IN BELLE GLADE 


Combined Loan, Grant 
Is Secured From 
Washington 


Allotment of $80,000 in a com- 
bined loan and grant for the new 
waterworks system in Belle Glade 
was approved Thursday in Wash- 
ington by the Division of Appli- 
cations and Information of the 
National Emergency Council, ac- 
cording to word received here. 

This action completes details of 
securing the funds, and only for- 
malities of signing contracts re 
main before work can be actually 
started on the new system, which 
will give Belle Glade a complete 
water pumping plant and distrib- 
uting system, 

An infiltration gallery along the 
Hillsboro canal will feed the treat- 
ment plant, from which water will 
be pumped through about five 
miles of mains to all parts of the 
town. Part of the Federal allot- 
ment is an outright grant to the 
town, with the remainder a loan to 
be repaid over'a period of 20 years. 
Bonds which} have already been 
voted bythe people and validated 
by the legislature, will be posted 
as security for the loaned -portion 
of the funds. Jt is believed that 
the proportion will be about $42,000 
as loan and $38,000 as grant, 

‘The Public Works administra- 
tion had requested the funds of the 
National Emergency Council divis- 


jon on May 28, and the Belle 
Glade project pecame one of the 
first 25 to be thus approved for 


funds under the new $4,880,000,000
